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Second coming - ‘imminent’ for 1,900 years 


PREDICTIONS ABOUT the imminent return 
of Jesus Christ ‘‘in power and glory”’ are not new 
in the history of Christianity. 


From earliest days, Christian groups have 
looked into the Scriptures and looked out upon 
the world, and concluded that the time was at 
hand for the prophesied ‘‘second coming,’’ when 
the Lord Jesus would raise the dead, judge the 
‘world, and create ‘‘a new heaven and a new 
earth.”’ : 


A second century sect — the Montanists — 
announced the imminent end 
of the world and the return of 
Christ to Pepuza in Phrygia, 
the sect’s place of origin. 


EVEN SUCH EARLY Church 
Fathers as Justin (ca. 100-165) 
and Irenaeus (ca. 130-200) es- 
poused a belief that Christ 
would come in the year 1000 
to rule the world for 1,000 years 
before the end of time. 


The Anabaptists at Muen- 
ster, Germany, (ca. 1534) expected the return 
of Christ to establish his kingdom there. 
Similar expectations of the nearness of the 
second coming were fostered by German Pie- 


tists in the 17th and 18th centuries, as well as 
by the Fifth Monarchy Men at the time of the 
English Civil War (1640-1660), and the Plymouth 
Brethren in England in the early 19th century. 


IN THE UNITED States, William Miller (1782- 
1849), a Baptist lay preacher worked out an 
interpretation of the Old Testament book of 
Daniel and the New Testament book of 
Revelation (Apocalypse) and set a date for 
Christ’s return in 1843, later revised to 1844. 


Charles T. Russell (1852-1916), leader of the 
Zion’s Watch Tower Society, later to be called 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, was convinced that the end 
of the world was coming — in 1914. 


Now, despite the persistent record of wrong 
predictions, there appears to be a resurgence of 
interest in, and prognostications about, the 
imminence of Christ’s second coming. 


AN AUTHORITATIVE study of the Jesus 
People movement in the U.S., published in 1972, 
concludes that one of the “defining charac- 
teristics’? of Jesus People is “their strong 
apocalyptic belief that we are living in the last 


‘days and that they are the last youth generation 


that will live on earth.” 
Just over a year ago, at an international 


Conference on Biblical Prophecy in Jerusalem, 
Dr. Carl F. H. Henry, founding editor of the 
journal Christianity Today, and professor-at- 
large of Eastern Baptist Seminary, 
Philadelphia, issued a program statement that 
conference speakers would agree on a number of 
points, including the following: 

—That ancient prophesy and Scripture still 
expound God’s purpose and man’s destiny. 

—That Christ will return soon. 

WIDESPREAD pornography, sexual 
promiscuity, widespread use of drugs, and 
riotings approximate what Scripture describes 
as the condition of the world preliminary to our 
Lord’s return, according to some theories. 


Interest in the return of Christ is not confined 
to Protestants. The Catholic Pentecostal, or 
charismatic movement,. rates prophesy high. 
The September 1972 issue of its. primary 
magazine, New Covenant was devoted entirely 
to articles on the second coming. 

Further evidence of burgeoning concern 
with “‘the last days,”’ is seen in the skyrocketing 
sales of The Late Great Planet Earth, by Hal 
Lindsey, a 40-year-old former Mississippi river- 
boat captain turned preacher and lecturer. In

found there either. Still we trust that the young Christian

Montclair hospital may quadruple ‘71 total

MONTCLAIR Memorial 
hospital with 3,103 abortions 
in 1971 and 3,620 already in 
the first three months of this 
year is the abortion ‘‘mill”’ in 
the diocese. 

More abortions were 
performed in that San Ber- 
nardino county hospital last 
year than in any other 


\@ hospital in the diocese, ac- 


cording to figures compiled 
by Lifeguard Public In- 
formation of Glendale. 


With its three-month total 
already 500 more than last 
year’s, Montclair is well on 
its way to quadrupling its 
1971 mark. 

Father Joseph Mackey, 
pastor of Our Lady of 
Lourdes, in whose parish the 
Montclair hospital happens 
to be located, said he un- 
derstands that patients come 
from Los Angeles. and other 
areas. 


THE GREATEST number 


of hospital abortions in 
California last year took 
place in Avalon Memorial 
hospital, Los Angeles, with 
10,021. 


In the four counties of the 
diocese there were 11,571 
abortions in hospitals last 
year and 5,791 from Jan. to 
March, 1972. Totals by 
counties are San Diego, 
5,829; San Bernardino, 4,232; 
Riverside, 1,456 and Im- 
perial 54. . 

Second to Montclair in the 
diocese is Donald Sharp 
Memorial, San Diego, with 
2,589 abortions. 


CALIFORNIA figures 
released recently by the 
state Public Health 


Department show 116,750 
abortions in 1971; a possible 
140,000 to 150,000 in 1972 and 
a projected 160,000 in 1973. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who 
issued a major anti-abortion 
statement in 1970, recently 
reiterated that ‘‘from the 
moment of conception, life 


must be guarded with the 
greatest care while abortion 
and infanticide are un- 
speakable crimes.”’ 


His 1970 pastoral con- 
demned abortion as a 
“throwback to the days of 
barbarism’’ and as a 
“frightening retrogression to 
the dark ages.” 


“WE CANNOT condone 
the murder of infant children 
in the womb,” he said: ‘‘To 
destroy innocent human life 
for one’s own personal 
convenience is to behave ina 
sub-human fashion.”’ 


Catholic hospitals, of 
course, are not included in 


-abortion statistics. 


At Mercy hospital, Sister 
M. Placida, executive 
director, said the question of 
abortion does not come up 
since doctors assigned to the 
hospital are well aware of its 
anti-abortion policy.

Bishop Maher links ‘living tradition’ 
of Church to need for moral leaders

BISHOP LEO T. Maher, 
speaking at the investiture of 
Knights and Ladies of the 
Holy Sepulchre of Jerusalem 
October 29, linked the ‘‘living 
tradition”’ of the Church with 
society’s need for moral 


) leaders. 


“We need leaders to 
arouse. thought, to break- 
down barriers of vision and 
open up new horizons,’”’ he 
said. ‘We need leaders to 
interpret vast and lofty 
possibilities and steer our 
civilization to a fresh cycle of 
adventure and effort. 


‘‘And we need leaders with 
courage.” 


“BROUGHT forward by 
the Church and watched over 
by .the bishops,’ the 
tradition, he said, is ‘‘our 
source of self-identity as 
Christians. The Christian 
feels that his lived past is 
uniquely meaningful 
the 
person of Christ. 


“Revelation is not just 
words and signs,’’ he said. 
“Tt is God in our midst. It is 
the presence of Christ, the 
same today as yesterday, 
mystically binding his 
people together.” 

The problems of society 
today — as well as those in 
our personal lives — are the 


experiences of all 
generations. 

WHENEVER. societies 
seemed on the brink of 
collapse, the bishop said, 
“God has raised up 


charismatic leaders who 
restored balance, inspired 
hope and gave impetus to the 
will, not only to survive, but 
to prevail.”’ 

In linking today’s need for 
moral leaders who can 
“conceive and articulate” 
goals that will lift society 
above petty preoccupations 
and conflicts, the bishop 
cautioned. against society’s 
pressure for normalcy. 

“The question is no longer 
how one ought to act, but how 


do most people act...a 
trend to stake the health of 
our society upon consistent 
adjustments of individuals 
to the consensus of the 
group. 

“THIS IS SIMPLY not only 
an unwritten yen for con- 
formity,’’ Bishop Maher 
said, ‘“‘but a philosophy of 
otherwise reasonable men. 

“But it is a damaging 
philosophy. It clips the 
burgeoning brilliance of our 
youth, It chokes enthusiasm. 
It destroys genius. It im- 
pedes holiness.” 


The solution is leaders who 
‘“‘can challenge others to the 
utmost of their capabilities,” 
said the bishop. 

“MENDELSSOHN did not 
compose masterpieces in his 
youth as a result of spending 
his nights passively in front 
of a TV set. Men like Pope 
John and Pope Paul 
responded to the challenge of 
their lives with disciplined 
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' Pioneers 


in the recently revised Ethical 
and Religious Directives for 
Catholic Health Facilities, 
approved by the USS. 
Catholic bishops’ conference 
and endorsed by Bishop 
Maher for the diocese. 


“Abortion, that is the 
directly intended  ter- 
mination of pregnancy before 
viability, is never permitted 
nor is the directly intended 
destruction of a viable 
fetus,” say the guidelines. 


“Any deliberate medical 
procedure, the purpose of 
which is to deprive a fetus or 
an embryo of its life, is 
immoral.” 


THE CODE, however, 
carefully spells out 
procedures to be followed in 
individual cases regarding 
the preservation of the fetus 
when the mother’s life is in 
danger. 


All Catholic hospitals of 


the diocese subscribe to the 
guidelines. Besides Mercy, 
they are St. Bernardine, San 
Bernardino; Valley Con- 
valescent, El Centro; 
Memorial, 
Brawley, and St. Mary 
Desert Valley, Apple Valley.

Strange political animal - man 


The blessing of having elections behind us is not 
only that we now know how the votes were cast, but 
we may calla halt to the name-calling and invective 
which more and more marks our political cam- 
paigns. It is a disgrace that the competition for the 
most sensitive and important secular post in the 
world is marked by a level of mud-slinging which 
would ill befit a minor mayoral race. 


Those involved in the large list of propositions we 
had to deal with on Tuesday were equally vehement 
in their often devious approach to voters. And 
more’s the pity. We should be able to show the world 
how a great people behave under these conditions. 
In fact we do — and the picture is not edifying. 


‘Prayer of Christians’ 


It might help politicians as it does priests and 
laity, to start the day with the Prayer of Christians, 
the book we used to call the Breviary. Father 
Charles-Dollen reviewed it for SC readers three 
weeks ago, to remind many that it is an excellent 
daily collection of readings, prayers, petitions and 
psalms for any Christian. 


It follows the pattern of the old Latin breviary 
used by priests — some still use the Latin version 
— but I find it a daily source of inspiration and con- 
siderable help in seeking Divine guidance for the 
everyday things of life. 


Father Joseph McGloin, SJ, of Tacoma, Washing- 
ton recently wrote a comment to The Priest 
magazine on the book in the tempo and meter of 
a popular hymn. It will strike many a familiar chord, 
if the pun is allowed: 


Praise God in the Prayer of Christians, 
Praise Him for His every grace. 

Praise Him when the words seem senseless, 
Praise Him when you've lost the place. 


Praise Him in the “Readings Office,” 
Praise Him with the smile you wear 
To conceal your desperation 

Tracking down the “Morning Prayer.” 


Praise Him too at “Midday Prayer,” 
When you learn just where it is. 
Praise Him evening and night time 
In this scrambled prayer of His. 


Praise God the Father, Christ His Son, 
The Spirit of Love — God who listens, 

And give Him thanks for being simpler © 
Than this confusing Prayer of Christians. 


O God, come to my assistance, 
Lord, make haste to help me. 


P.S. He did, too. The feeling has passed, and it’s even 
become meaningful. 


St. Joseph’s prayer 


From the Prayer of Christians it is but a step to 
the prayer to St. Joseph which has come in for much 
discussion recently. Several readers have sent me 
copies of the prayer with an imprimatur by Bishop 
Hugh C. Boyle of Pittsburgh, dated 1950. 


The prayer, you may remember, asked St. Joseph 
to “kiss the fine head” of baby Jesus, among other 
things, and the promises with it I regarded as super- 
stitious. The prayer cards show that it was sent by 
“the Pope in 1505 to Emperor Charles.” The pro- 
mises include protection from all kinds of sudden 
death, merely by carrying it. Pas 
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An imprimatur on a prayer.or book indicates only 
that there is nothing detrimental to faith or morals. 
It does not signify approval, neither does it cover 
so-called promises. This prayer dates from an age 
of tremendous superstition in the Church which had 
reached a scandalous extent by the early 16th cen- 
tury and which was eventually dealt with by the 
Council of Trent. 

It is surprising to find people today who need such 
a talisman. The prayer is harmless enough, with the 
style of piety of a bygone age, but I suspect it 
originated as a kind of safe-conduct offered to poor 
soldiers pressed into battle with this as their 
“shield.” : 


Magnificent dream 


I was very pleased to hear Bishop Maher quote from 
the Dream of Gerontius during his homily at the Mass 
for All Souls at Holy Cross Mausoleum. It has long 
been his favorite and one of mine, not only because it 
was written by my illustrious namesake Cardinal 
Newman, but it was set to music as a great oratorio by 
another “great,” Edward Elgar. 

Bishop Maher reminded us of the beautifully ex- 
pressive poetry by which Cardinal Newman describes 
the journey of a soul — ‘‘your soul, my soul, or any 
soul which may be fortunate enough to satisfy the 
judging and merciful God.”’ 


If you have never read the Dream of Gerontius you 
have missed much. If you have never heard it sung by 
a great choir, you have missed a great source of in- 
spiration. I would like to hear it performed, but have 
not seen it around recently, so must rely on recor- 
dings. 


“Yes, I agree your husband could use help, 
but I’m afraid a soul transplant is out of the 
question.”

Hilaire Belloc, the famous English convert, once 
said ‘‘The faith is Europe and Europe is the 
faith.’” His narrow view :may be forgiven 
considering the era in which he lived — the 
start of the 20th century. 


In the 1970s, the dogmatic years now unfolding, it 
would be magnificent indeed if, in addition to 
claiming to be the world’s greatest military 
power, the United States could claim to be the 
world’s greatest moral power. 


Sometimes it is difficult to believe that one in 
four persons in the United States is a Catholic, 
and that the nation as a whole subscribes to the 
belief that it exists ‘‘under God.”’ : 


The cracked moral fabric of the political scene, 
the growing disrespect for law, order and 
principles, the glaring evidence of amorality, 
show little sign of Christian values. 


Two weeks from now we will celebrate the great 
American feastday of Thanksgiving, 
recognizing, for a day at least, the enormous 
gifts we enjoy from God. 


Would it not be true praise and thanksgiving to 
him to resolve individually to strive for moral 
leadership, in the hope that, collectively, we 
could bring our country to moral as well as 
military leadership?

Man kills Bay Area priest in confessional

LOS GATOS, Calif. — A 64- 
year-old Catholic priest, who 
came to the San Francisco 
area from France 13 years 
ago for his health, was 
stabbed to death in a con- 
fessional at St. Mary’s 
church here. 


Father Henri Tomei, or- 
dained for the Marseilles, 
France, archdiocese in 1932, 
had served as assistant 
pastor at the Los Gatos 
parish since 1964. 


He had come to the Bay 


Area in 1959 in ill health, but 
when his health improved he 
offered his services to the 
San Francisco archdiocese. 


POLICE SAID a woman 
parishioner entered the 
church in the late afternoon 
and discovered a tall, thin 
white man in his late teens or 
early twenties kicking and 
beating Father Tomei, who 
was in the confessional. 


She ran from the church 
and called the pastor, Father 
Richard T. Howley, who

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about...those men who wander about 
city streets, sandwiched between 
posters — proclaiming the immediate 
climax of the world and exhortations to 
repentance, because ‘“‘it’s later than 
you think.” 


They seem, for the most part, a sadly 
abused lot, ridiculed, brushed aside or 
ignored by the busy, pre-occupied 
crowds hustling about the business of 
“living.” 


We are irritated and impatient of - 


such intrusions into our “‘important”’ 
daily concerns. We refer to them as 
“‘thege people’ or ‘‘morbid, fanatic 
weirdos,”’ and, more seriously, a public 
nuisance. 

SUCH BRUSQUE reaction is also, I 
believe, mirrored in our attitude 
towards reminders of the urgency of 
our Christian vocation.

“For as in the days before the flood,

AS A PEOPLE, we are notoriously 
deaf to warning. We know that death is 
always close at hand. We know that it , 
will bring us face to face with Christ to 
whom our lives are accountable. 


We: know that this accounting will 
take us by surprise — unexpectedly. 
Yet we spend our days as though 
physical immortality were assured! 
There is always tomorrow! 


But there is so much to be done ina 
lifetime. ‘“‘The harvest is indeed great, 
but the laborers are few.’’ We are 
. obligated by our baptism to work in the 
harvest. As the Vatican II document on 
the Apostolate of the Laity puts it, our

OVER AND OVER again the Church 
reminds its people of their purpose, 
their apostolate on earth. The urgency 
of the Church is the urgency of Christ. 


The time for renewal is now, the time 
for charity is now. The time for self- 
donation is now. The time for self- 
discipline is now. The time for action in 
all fields is now. 


Not tomorrow, but now; today; this 
minute, while we are still able. This 
spirit of alert awareness is very ap- 
parent in a letter I received recently 
from an “‘old, sick man’”’ in a San Diego 
parish. 


“WE SHOULD NOT wait on the 
demands of the needy, but move ahead 
of their needs,’ he says. ‘I do 
everything for the love of God and my 
fellowmen...if St. Therese saved a soul 
picking up a piece of paper in her 
convent, then I: must be saving many 
souls (in all the voluntary daily chores 
for others.)” 


To do everything for God and my 
fellowmen — what finer definition of a 
practicing Christian? His letter is a 
litany of charity and_ self-donation, 
coupled with a touching determination 
to ‘‘make up’”’ for what is lacking in 
others. 


For every such faithful servant, 
there are so many of us who give our 
“ves” to God with the proviso “‘but not 
yet.” As with Esau, the little self- 
indulgence, the temporary satisfaction 
of an appetite is more important than 
the future blessing of the Father. 


“LATER” WE MAY take a stand on 
what we believe. Later we may defend 
and conserve our integrity. Later, 
when we can see more clearly, we will 
follow our vocation, respond to God’s 
call. 


But later may be too late. Later there 
may be nothing of substance remaining 
— so many compromises, so many 
rationalizations have sapped our 
promise. 


if our hands are empty today, if we 
are of little value to the Christian 
community today, how can we 
presume that we will have anything to 
offer Christ in that eternal moment of 
accounting? 


WHAT TODAY IS our Christian 
witness? Where today is our integrity? 
Eternity may be as near as tomorrow 
— or as immediate as today.

slightly more than two years the book has sold

THE BOOK’S NOVELTY lies in its citing of 
recent events in the Middle East and in Eu- 
rope, that its author says are fulfillments of 
Biblical prophesies pertaining to the end of 
history. 
~ Some religious thinkers and 
scholars — Protestant and 
Catholics — have voiced ob- 
jections to such approaches to 
Biblical prophesy. 

Keith Miller, an Episcopal 
layman and best-selling au- 
thor in his own right, said he 
prefers to live in the present 
rather than the future. “The 
apocalyptic passages in the 
Bible dealt with specific times 
in history,” he said. “Trying to tie verses to- 
gether piece by piece and apply them to the 
1970s is not a valid use of the material.” 


FATHER JOHN L. McKenzie, a Catholic 
scripture scholar, author of a highly acclaimed 
Dictionary of the Bible, agrees. Referring to the 
allegorism and symbolism of the Book of 
Revelation, on which proponents of the im-

Father McKenzie says: 


‘The Apocalypse is not a prophetic Petoty of 
the Church, and the unfolding of its symbolism is 
not to be sought in contemporary history.

Sacraments - joyous celebration or military maneuvers?

SOME PEOPLE MAY scoff at the pre-Vatican 
II Church, but you’ll have to admit that in those 
days we had order. The rubrics or liturgical laws 
detailed practically every word, gesture and 


bodily movement in werslip. pete was ere to 


chance. se ices

The embodiment,of this eens Ee 


reflected in those two great parish events — first 
communion and /confirmation. The planning, 
training and execution of these two ceremonies 
employed a system of logistics that would arouse 
the admiration of\any commanding officer. 


But in recéfit-years.our well-ordered ecclesial 
Church * “‘seémed to, falfsapart in terms of the 
“how-to” Ain worship. System gave way to 
spontaneity; directionabdicated to sacerdotal 
whim. First the Mass was changed and now the 
“‘liturgists”’ aré.tampering with the ceremonies 
of the other sacraments. 


WHAT WE MAY FAIL ~to understand, 
however, is that “Réme’” rightly insists that the 
administration ofach sacrament be not merely 
a social event’but a reflection and celebration of 
the theology of the sacraments. Procedure is 
now subordinated to meaning. The revised rite of 
confirmation is an excellent example of this — 
little attention is given to rubrical directions and 
the emphasis is on communal involvement and 
celebration. 


To put, the matter plainly, the sacrament of 
confirmation requires parish cooperation of not 
just the priests and teachers, but the entire 
People of Gods.The Introduction to the revised 
rite states: ‘The. whole people of God, 
represented by the families and friends of the 
candidates and by members=of. the local com- 
munity, will be invited to take” ‘part_in the 
celebration and will express its faith in the gifts... 
of the Holy Spirit.” 


The Guidelines for the diocese of San Diego 
specify: ‘“‘The achievement of this goal will 
require the collaboration not only of priests and 
teachers, but also the parish musicians and 
worship committee. Together they will plan an 
harmonious service adapted to their’ particular 
resources and situations (e.¢g., 


the size of the 


church; the number of candidates) and select 
appropriate options (e.g., the proper attire for 
the occasion; a balance. between choral and 
unison music).” 

IF THIS THRUST is appreciated and im- 
plemented, we will no longer have to endure or 
tolerate the type of regulations which appeared 
recently in a parish bulletin in this diocese,

AN AMENDMENTS to the diocesa 
requests that this presentation should be 


“the. -pastor or his delegate. In either case, the 


baptismal iiame. can be given if the candidate 
does not wish to choose: “a “confirmation” name. 


Next, the pastor referred to a pledge to be 
made prior to the sacrament: ‘‘If you — father 
and mother — have not turned in the ‘parents’ 
pledge’. . . if could put off and defer their con- 
firmation.” 


I do not know what is meant by the.‘‘parents’ 
pledge’ but I understand it does not refer to 


-money. If, as I believe, it refers to some sort of 


guarantee concerning the future religious 
education of the child being confirmed, this is 
nevertheless an obvious example of ‘‘arm- 
twisting.”’ 


ACCORDING TO diocesan guidelines, a child 
is to receive confirmation not before the 
sixth and not after the eighth 
grade. By this time, surely, a 
child who has been properly 
instructed knows his 
obligations. The case is not 
similar to infant baptism where 
the priest can defer the 
sacrament if the parents are not 
practicing Catholics. 


To deny him the sacrament 
because of his parents borders 
on the ridiculous if he has freely 
requested confirmation. The key 
element here is ‘‘properly in- 
structed ”’ and that means more 
than rote memorization or 
the threat of refusal in order to guarantee the 
presence of numbers in a CCD class. - 


Dress regulations in this particular parish 
included white shirts and red ties for the boys, 
with shoes properly shined. The girls were 
required to wear a white dress and special head- 
covering. Much as people have _ protested 
picayune legislation which sometimes surrounds

us, at least the code, the revised ritual and the. 


diocesan guidelines never, never determine

IN THE PREPARATIONS — doctrinal and 
ceremonial — for confirmation, the word 
‘together’? needs to be taken seriously.

Parish examines tensions rising 
from race, culture mixture - 


By Michael Newman 


IT WAS SAID THAT the~- unspoken, 
predominant yet underlying factor in this week’s 
election was ethnic or race tensions. Though 
candidates and voters would identify anything 
else as an issue, people voted in many areas on 
the basis of their cultural background. 

Mike Wallace, the astute, astringent CBS 
correspondent, two nights before the election 
voiced it. ‘“They don’t talk about it, but people 
are going to vote on the question of race,” he 
said. : 

Whether it’s jobs or homes, secular subject or 
religious, there runs through us all an innate 
response which comes from what we are and not 
what we say we are. 

AND IF WE ARE WHITE, or black, or brown, 
or. red, Irish, Mexican-American, Chinese, 
Polish or just plain American, there is something 
in our make-up which speaks volumes silently 


-when it comes to certain decisions in life. 


Although ‘‘they will know we are Christians by 
our love,”’ we fall prey to all the emotional, and 


- cultural overtones arising from race, color and 


creed. 


In the Diocese of San Diego we have a 
heterogenous population almost unmatched in 


. the world. We come from many parts. We are a 


microcosm of this nation and the world. Can we 
show the nation and the world how to exhibit that 
Christian brotherhood? 


. FROM A SPRAWLING 35,000 square miles 
diocese, let us reduce our focus to a tiny hot spot 
of human existence right in its heart. 


From the affluence of La Jolla and La Mesa, 
the hot streets and smog of San Bernardino and 
Riverside and from the large open spaces of a 
farmland and desert, our own _ diocesan 
microcosm of human relations could be the 
parish of Christ the King. 


It is located in Southeast San Diego, where the 
streets are often hot, where the color tones range 
from black through brown to white and poverty 
shuffles along beside comparative material 
affluence. 


CHRIST THE KING parish has tensions, those 
undercurrents’ which often belie superficial 
“signs of peace” whether at Mass or in the 
street. Christ the King parish has become 
nationally known for its community, its con- 
fluence of color and its apparent interracial, 
inter-communion spirit. : 

It also achieved national attention by 
becoming the “‘sanctuary”’ for sailors refusing to 


- join their ship, the Constellation. And it has been 


the refuge for Black Panthers at times when 
racial tensions have run high. 


This parish, which has attracted many white 


parishioners from other San Diego communities,

However, the apparent ‘‘community”’ of Christ 
the King, the hand-holding praying faithful in 
their crowded folk Masses each Sunday — may 
be less community than they appear. 


There are tensions and troubles, and the 
priests are the first to admit it. Some black 
parishioners, mostly youthful, have gone off 
elsewhere to found their own religious group, 
without priests, without Mass, a few blocks from 
the church. 

BLACKS TEND- to feel whites take over 
leadership too frequently. Whites get blamed if 
they push blacks into leadership — a form of 
racism, evidently in the eye of blacks. 


Recently two special weekend sessions were 


devoted to the racial tensions which affect the 
community. The old-time blacks, the new young 
blacks and the whites were. represented by 28 
people — before some dropped out — who came 
together to try to probe through the apparent 
complacency which had prevailed. 

Under ‘‘Project Understanding, ”’’ led by 
United Methodist Minister, the Rev. William 
Johnson and Calvin (Caddy) Jackson, a 
professional team, the groups spoke out their 
tensions, their fears, their thoughts. 

-THE PROCEEDINGS took the best part of two 
weekends, and the staff met subsequently with 


_ the coordinators to evaluate the results. 


The parish bulletin reported some early ap- 
praisals. ‘“‘During the encounter blacks pointed 
out to whites evidence of racism in their speech 


. and attitudes,” it said. “Whites questioned 


blacks and browns about white presence and 


participation in the community.”’ 


“T found the weekends worthwhile because I 


became aware of the feelings which I didn’t: 


realize were within me,” reported a white. 

“I LEARNED OF the many levels of 
awareness from which all of us operate,’’ said a 
black woman. 


Father Jim Gallas admitted to being confused. 
“IT sometimes wonder where to go next, what 
goal to set. We want todo so much but don’t seem 
to be able to get it started.”’ 


Father John Crillo said it was a pity that some 
didn’t stay for the whole of the two weekends, 


particularly more blacks. 


FATHER BERNIE CASSIDY, known outside 
the parish for his extensive work with Cursillo,

The tensions, the break with the parish by 
some, have not come suddenly.

Is 
there an elitist ‘‘do-gooders’’ type of white who 
prefers the Christ the King Mass as an “‘ego 
trip?”’

against soaring housing costs 


LONDON — The Catholic 
bishops of England and 
Wales entered the con- 
troversial political field of 
housing, house prices and 
rents with a public call here 
for Catholic action on this 
“serious problem.”’ 


Their call was contained in 
a two-page statement which, 
after reviewing the problem 
of homelessness and rising 
house costs in Britain, said: 


“Conscious that sym- 
pathetic understanding is not 
enough, the bishops call upon 
their people throughout the 
country to give their active 
attention to this serious 
problem. 


“THEY INVITE their own 
diocesan authorities and the 
religious orders to review 
the possibility of making 
land or unwanted buildings 
available to housing 
associations and _ local 
authorities to provide more 
homes. 


“They gladly point to the 
record of achievement of the 
Catholic Housing Aid 
Society, established in 1956, 
and. urge members of 
Catholic societies and parish 
organizations to play their 
part in this or other housing 
associations. 


“Where suitable, they 
“should make representations 
locally to try to secure some 
_easement or control for 
house prices and rents.”’ 


THE BISHOPS’ call was 
made against a background 
of rising house building 
costs, due to soaring land 
prices and inflation, and rent 
"increases. 


A new. -Conservative 
government act com- 
' pulsorily increases the rents 
* of all council or municipal 
houses, that is, state-owned 
houses, but it also provides 
_.for rent rebates in needy 
cases. 
The government called. its 
- bill a “Fair Rents Act” but

Have the older black parishioners been made 
to suffer a form of worship which at times has 
resembled a gigantic “‘love-in,’’ with dialogue 
sermons and novel liturgy so far removed from 
the ‘‘old” church in which they were raised? 


THE WEEKENDS of encounter were an en- 
deavor to find out. They were not expected to 
resolve the issues, but at least the issues became 
aired among reasonable people. 

Christ the King church —. which celebrates 
its feast day the Sunday. after Thanksgiving — 
is not out of the difficulties, but it may be help- 
ing itself and other parishes ensnared in a sim- 
ilarly tense situation. Perhaps the only re- 
source is truly to believe and to pray “that they 
will know we are Christians by our love.”
